A Bill entitled nn Ordinance to entitle 
Exporters of Goods to certain' Drawbacks 
and for other purposes. 
Whereas it is expodient to faoilitote and exx 
tend tbe trade of British Columbia with for- 
eign oouotries, and for tliat purpose lo ciik 
able Exporters of Goods on which Custom 
Does have been paid, to receivo « Drawback 
ol tho duties eo paid and to remove the 
reslriotions un Exportation now exibtirg • 

Be it euaciod by iheGoveronr of British 
Columbia, with the iidvioe and consent of 
tho L«gialutive Council thereof, as follows: 

I. No person shall Expor. any Waro- 
houpo Goods, nor enter any eueh Goods for 
lOxportutioo from tha Oolooy of British 
Columbia to parts beyond the seas, in nny 
ships of less burden than ten tons. 

(1. No Goods nhall be shipcod, put oH, 
or watorboroe to be shipped for Exportation, 
from any port or place In the Culooy of 
British Colunrbls, without the presence or 
authority of tho proper OHioer ot Customs, 
nor boforo tho oulry outwurds ol such ship, 
aud duo oulry of such Goodj, nor before such 
('ooda shall have been duly cleared for ahip- 
inoni; and ii shall be lawful for the Searcher 
or other OfTicer of Customs to opfan all packH 
ages and folly to examine all Goods shipped 
or brought for shipment, at any place in tbe 
Colony afore.va'd. 

III. Before any Warehouse Goods, Good!) 
snbj-ict to Duiies of Customs, or entitled lo 
any Drawback of Curitoms on lixporlation, 
shall be permittod to be Exported, the Ex • 
porter or his ageut nhull deliver lo the Col- 
lector or Comptroller a bond note or account 
of such Goods, and give security by bond 
in treble tho amount of duty payable by 
law upon tbo Importation of such Goods, 
with one suflicient Hureiy that such Goods 
(.hall bo duly shipped and Exported, and 
Nhall not bo landed nl any place within the 
Colony ol British Columbia; and such bond 
note when ccrlilied by the proper Ofilcer shall- 
be tho export enT/ for suoh Goods, and a 
Shipping Bid of suoh Goods shall be de- 
livered by tha Exporter or bis ageot to tbe 
proper Offl^-'er. 

IV firawbnck hliall bo allowed on nil

Duties so paid, but no Drawback shall be 
allowed on Grods of n leas invoice value 
ilia.i Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars, 

V. Drawback i-hall only be claimed by 
the party originally oiiteiiog the Goods in- 
ward?, and in upidyiog lor euch Drawback 
liu shall fill up tho following form, and sign 
Iho »ome, andaiiy person making a false 
entry therein shall forfeit tho sum of Five 
Hundred Dollars, or treble tho value of the 
Goods, at tbo election of the Commissioner 
of Customs. 

Vf. The person claiming Drawback sboll 
furthor decluro upon oath (if required) that 
the couict'.t.s ot il]e above application are true 
iu every pariieular. 

VII. Where Dfavback is claimed by any 
person, tbe same shall not bo paid in cash, 
but shall be plaoed to tbe credit of the Ex*- 
porter against any other Import Datiea paya 
ble bv him on or after that dule. 
SVIII No Driiwbauk shall bo allowed, or 
p,iid iu creilil or oilierwi.-e, upon iho Expor- 
tation ol any Goods, after tho expiralicn ol 
two jenre from th" dato of the shipment of | 
such Goods. 

IX. It Fbnll be lawful for the Custom 
House Offloers to examine all packages on 
which Drawback is claimed, and compare the 
ooutents ond valnos with tho export entry, 
and if upon examination, the Ollicera dis- 
at;reH wilb tho declared value placed by the 
I'^X['orter on such Goods, they may detain 
Ihein on giving the party tiotitfo of ibe difler- 
ence required. If tho Colleotor considers tbe 
Importer's valaatioo as satisfactory, the Goods 
are to be delivered on the tntry being pass 
ed, but if the Collector concurs in tbo valaa- 
tioo of tho OfTicers, ihu Goodi may bo ro» 
tiiincd for thn aso ot the Crown, the Com 
niis,iionei- of Customs paying tha Exporter 
ilio duolared value Tweuly five jior oont. 
thereon, and tbo amount ol Duties paid; or 
upon application the Commissionor may 
allow tho Exporter to amend his entry upon 
Huch conditions as hn may ihink fit.

XI. There ahull be paid, and payabla to 
the Cnstoms on every suoh export entry on 
which Drawback is claimed, tbe sum of one 
per cent, on the gross value declared, of the 
Goods so Exported or eotered for Exporta- 
tion. 

XII. All fines, forfoitures, and penalties 
payable by virtue of ihi- Ordinance, shall be 
oollccted, recovered, and applied in the 
same manner as fines, forfaitares, and penal- 
ties, due and payable under the IG & 17 Vic, 
C 107 

XIII. 'I"he receipt of any Master, iMatc, or 
other properly niiiliorizod person, for any 
Go'-da on which Drawback is claimed, shall 
ho prima facie evidenca ol such shipment 
having boen made; and suoh receipt shall 
bi) delivered to tho OHicer of Castoios im- 
innd lately on such shipment. 

XIV. If auy Goods which have boon clear- 
ed to bu E.fported lor any Draivbaok, tihall 
uot bo duly i'jxported lo parts beyond the 
seue, or shall bo uuthippod or lelunded in 
any Port ol tha Colony of Biitish Columbia 
(Buoh goods not having been duly relandodor

ed by an eye«wilDess as the brightest by far 
of any ho had ever seen, that, lasting rome 
two or three seconds, seemed lo play about 
ibc Jean and lha U S S Sbanandoah, and 
at last paloably burst. It was evidently 
quite close, for the thunder clap foUowod 
insiantaneoualy. Go enquiry, it proved that 
the fiish had gone down the lightning con- 
ductor into the water, but was apparently 
most unwilling to leave the iron sides of tho 
great armor-plated Ocean.

failure of Ihe Roman inaurreotion last year 
has so paioed Garibaldi that be is del? rmiaed 
to loavo Caprora ond go to America. As 
lor .Mt'^.zini and tho parly of action, they 
scorn to have for tba preseut abandoned the 
i'leo of making auy more allempls to in- 
vade the Papal teiritory. Thoy wish to pre- 
cipiiate a solution of tbe Romish questiou 
by involving France in a great war. which 
would compel her to withdraw her troops 
Irom Rome ; ' and it ia with this object ap- 
parently that their emissaries are now pre* 
paring, together with tha Roman govern- 
ment lo Hiir up di-iinrbanoes in the East.' 
One lB*unwilliog to credit them with any 
such mad schemes, asoiog too, that they are 
far wore likely to gaio tbeir end without war 
should France conlioue much longer in her 
preaeni state of isolation. It ia certain as 
tho Indcpcndance H-Jge points oat thot none 
of the grout Powers will lood Fronce any 
onoourogemcnt to break tbe peace.

Lord Stanlkt and the Peace op Eo- 
noi'K, — The France devotes an article to the 
speech of Lord Stanley at King's Lynn, and 
says thai tbo Soereliiry of Slata for Foreign 
AITairs did not take a suirKjiontly impartial 
view of the situation of Franco. 'It is quite 
oaiural,' says tbe France, 'that we should be 
preoccupied by tbe formation of a great 
centraliz.'d military power on our caatern 
frontier, and It is not lo ua but to Prussia

Englifh Foreign Minister, while declaring

general politioal sitnation of Europeexptests 
ing a hope tc see commercial and industrial 
alluirs make rapid improvemoat. This is a 
wish io^ which every other government will 
gladly join. Compared with the language 
of divers European Cab-.nets, tbe King of 
Pru ssia is full of those thoogbta of concord 
and moderaiion which are beginning more 
and more to obtain at the present time.
